Four  clearings  were 
added  and  the  entire  area  was  secured  between 
July  1962  and  November  1962.

Area  ,F  contains  4 revetted  possible  ex- 
plosives storage  buildings  and  2 storage  build- 
ups. The  area  was  enlarged  and  4 clearings 


added  between  July  1962  and  November  1962. 
Probable  construction  was  observed  in  the 
clearings  on  t Ictober  1964  coverage. 

Other  Buildings 

Area  Hi  Contains  7 support  buildings. 
Area  H2  contains  1 administration  build- 
ing, 4 barracks,  and  9 support  buildings,  and 
is  the  probanie  support  area  for  the  storage 
installation.
